Washington. Jan. 1.—An urgent de¬ 
ficiency appropriation of approximate¬ 
ly 91.338,000.000 for the army, navy, 
Food Administration and other Gov¬ 
ernment war work will be asked of 
Congress. The largest Item will be' 
91,178,500.000, for the army, including 
9700.000.000 for supplies; >450.000.000 
for ordnance and >140.000,000 for en¬ 
gineers. 

The Department of Agriculture will 
ask for > 8 . 000.000 for seeds to be sold 
to farmers. In addition to >2,500,000 
provided for 4he same purpose in the 
food survey law. 

Tha Food Administration will ask 
>2,000.000 to make a total of >4.500.000 
available for the current fiscal year. In 
addition to amounts allotted from the 
President’s >100,000.000 fund.
